When one attempts to co-ordinate 
the different facts I have noted, to 
bring order and sequence from 
them and reach a Gefinite conclu- 
sion, he finds himeelf confronted 
by a maze of paradoxes. But do 
not be surprised if you cannot bring 
order out of the confusion. There 
is no statesman or group of states- 
men in Europe that has been able 
to de so. The problem is too great, 
too complex, for a single mind to 
grasp the full meaning. 

All wneertainty, and while 
there i#¢ running to and fro in the 
darknes@, the mark continues to 
fall, and the economic pestilence 
that has ravaged Russia and 
Austria creeving sacrogs the 
German frontiers.
